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MINUTES
North Dakota State Water Commisslion

Held at Holiday Inn
Minot, North Dakota

September 1, 1971

The meeting of the North Dakota
State Water Commission was called to order at 10:00 a.m. on Septem-
ber 1, 1971, at the Holiday Inn, Minot, North Dakota. In view of
the absence of Governor William L. Guy, Chairman of the State Water
Commission, Commissioner Gordon Gray was selected to act as Vice
Chairman,

Vice Chairman Richard Gallagher,
and Commissioners Harold Hanson and Arne Dahl were delayed because
of transportation difficulties due to fog conditions.

Commissioners Gordon Gray, James
Jungroth, Alvin Kramer and Secretary Milo Hoisveen were present and
constituted a quorum,

MINUTES OF JULY 7, 1971 It was moved by Commissioner Kramer
MEETING APPROVED that the reading of the minutes

of the July 7, 1971 meeting held
in Devils Lake, North Dakota, be dispensed with and they be
approved as circulated. Commissioner Jungroth seconded and all
members voted aye.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR The Commission members then read
MONTH OF JULY, 1971 the financial statement for the
month of July, 1971, and commented
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on the financial statement covering the past biennium. Copies of
the financial statement for the biennium were previously circulated
to the members.

It was moved by Commissioner Jungroth and seconded
by Commissioner Kramer that the financial statements
as presented be approved. All members voted aye.

SOURIS-RED-RAINY RIVER Considerable discussion took place
BASINS COMMISSION CITIZENS' relative to the payment of expenses
ADVISORY COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN for members of the Souris-Red-
EXPENSES Rainy River Basins Commission
(#305) Citizens' Advisory Committee.

Concern was expressed that no
expenses should be granted to Committee members for travel outside
of the Basin unless the travel was previously approved by the members
of the State Water Commission. In the case of an emergency trip,
the approval could be granted by polling the Commission members
by telephone.

It was moved by Commissioner Jungroth and seconded

by Commissioner Kramer that the Commission pay
expenses equal to that of state Commission members
and $15 a day per diem. The expenditures for this
purpose are limited to non-governmental represent-
atives and shall not exceed $3,000 during a biennium.

The motion was made subject to the approval of Chairman Guy.

ATTENDANCE AT THE lt was indicated that the National
NATIONAL WATER RESOURCES Water Resources Association Conven-
ASSOCIATION CONVENTION tion will be held in Dallas, Texas,

on the dates of November 2, 3 and
L, 1971 and membership of the Commission members at the Convention
was highly desirable. It was pointed out that two of the main
speakers would be United States Senator Henry M. Jackson and
Secretary of the Treasury, John B. Connally, Jr. It was the
opinion of those present that the speechs of these two individuals
would have far-reaching effects on the national and state water
programs of the future.

COTTONWOOD CREEK Secretary Hoisveen briefly described
(#1515) the Cottonwood Creek Dam, which is
being proposed by the City of La-
Moure and the lLaMoure County Water Management District. The State
Water Commission has developed plans for the structure and it has
resulted in much local enthusiasm. The proposed cost breakdown
would indicate that the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation would pay
$338,200 toward the construction of the project on a cost sharing
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basis. The local legal entities, the State Water Commission, and
the State Game and Fish Department would assume the remaining $338,200,
Participation by the State Water Commission would approximate $105,000,
should the Commission desire to participate,

It was moved by Commissioner Jungroth and seconded

by Commissioner Kramer that the State Water Commis-
sion participate in an amount not to exceed $105,000,
All members voted aye.

SHEYENNE RIVER Secretary Hoisveen explained the
DIVERSION PROJECT project through the use of a black-
(#599) board diagram. The Commission

members showed considerable interest.

At this time, Vice Chairman
Gallagher, and Commissioners Hanson and Dahl entered the meeting.

Secretary Hoisveen further indicated
that the groundbreaking ceremonies that were scheduled to take place
at the site of the combination dam and bridge on the Sheyenne River
may be delayed as a result of the serious accident suffered by Mayor
Herschel Lashkowitz, who was the principal proponent of the project.

Secretary Hoisveen further indicated
that the Cass County Drain Board had invited the Commission to hold
a meeting to be held in conjunction with the groundbreaking ceremony
at West Fargo. Mr., Duane Breitling, Attorney, who made a personal
invitation, stated that a room could be made available at the M & J
Steak House for the meeting. It was the opinion of those present
that the Commission had never held a meeting in West Fargo and a
meeting in that city at this time would be desirable.

UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL Secretary Hoisveen reviewed the
SURVEY COOPERATIVE appropriation allocation for the
PROGRAM cooperative program with the United
(#1393, 1394 and 1395) States Geological Survey. He

emphasized the value of the topo-
graphic mapping that was taking place in the southwestern part of
North Dakota, which previously had been a neglected area as far as
topographic mapping was concerned. He listed the following
alloaion:

United States Topographic Branch $100,000

-Maintenance of Surface Water
Gaging Stations ko,000

Ground-Water Studies 202,500
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He explained that in all cases these funds would be matched by the
Federal Government; however, in the case of the state ground-water
program upward to $170,000, additional funds would be obtained from
counties and the county water management districts for surveys in
their respective counties.

Commissioner Dah]l made a motion that the proposed
budget for the cooperative program with the United
States Geological Survey be approved as presented.
Commissioner Kramer seconded and all members voted

aye.
BILLINGS COUNTY WATER The report of State Water Commission
MANAGEMENT DISTRICT Special Assistant Attorney General,
(#1555) Cliff Jochim, was read relative to

the hearing he held at the request
of the Billings County Board of Commissioners. Attorney Jochim
reported that little or no interest prevailed at the hearing. As
a consequence, the Commission members, through consensus, agreed
that the establishment of the District should be delayed until
additional local interest is indicated.

JAMESTOWN WATER Commissioner Jungroth reported that
RELEASE PROBLEM considerable concern has been expres-
(#690 and 832) sed by many Jamestown citizens,

living adjacent to the James River,
and by the Mayor of Jamestown regarding the stagnation that usually
occurs in the James River during the summer months. He informed
the Commissioners that in the past the State Water Commission staff
had drafted a plan of release which had been followed by the U. §,
Army Corps of Engineers for a two-year period. Since that time,
the upper etchelon officials inthe Omaha District had been changed
and taken an adverse position against making releases from the
Jamestown Reservoir to alleviate the stagnant condition. He did
mention that following action taken by the Commission staff, releases
had been increased up to 25 cubic feet per second which was more than
adequate to meet the current demands,

It was moved by Commissioner Jungroth, seconded
by Commissioner Dahl and carried that Resolution
No. 71-9-304, Releases from Jamestown Reservoir,
be adopted by the Commission and forwarded to
the interested parties. (See Appendix "A")

REAFFIRMATION OF SOUTHEAST The need for a sanitary sewer
CASS COUNTY WATER MANAGEMENT project involving the Southeast
DISTRICT SEWER IMPROVEMENT Cass County Water Management
RESOLUTIONS District was presented for re-

(#729) affirmation. Resolution No.
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71-7-302, Approval of Rural Sewer System to City of West Fargo, and
Resolution No. 71-8-303, Approval of Plans and Specifications for
Improvements in Southeast Cass Water Management District Sewer Improve-
ment District No. 1, were previously approved by telephone.

It was moved by Commissioner Jungroth and seconded
by Commissioner Dahl that the above two resolutions
be adopted by the Commission. All members voted
aye. (See Appendix 'B")

TOLLEY FLATS PROBLEM The Commission considered a resolution

(#626) forwarded to them by the Minot, North
Dakota, Town and Country Sportsman's

Club as it pertains to the proposed partial drainage of water from

the Tolley Flats. Commissioner Kramer was very familiar with the Club

and also with the Tolley Flats problem. He indicated that he and

Mr. Ralph Christensen, Chairman of the Ward County Water Management

District, would confer with the Club members and fully explain the

needs and merits of the project. He was of the opinion that the

members, if fully informed, would support the proposed project.

CASS COUNTY DRAIN

NO. 31
(#1083)
it was moved by Commissioner Jungroth and seconded
by Commissioner Hanson that the state participate
in the construction of Cass County Drain No. 31,
with the following limitations:
Reconstruction $12,577.80
Drop Structure 5,107.32
All members voted aye and the motion was carried.
KNOX DRAIN Secretary Hoisveen explained that
(#1531) the Knox Drain which was causing

detrimental problems within the
limits of that town was highly undesirable. The Commission had
previously made an allocation of $6,000 as its share in the cost
of the drain, but the need for the installation of a culvert system
under Highway No. 2 had increased the cost by an additional $1,512,

It was moved by Commissioner Kramer and seconded
by Commissioner Jungroth that funds be made
available to the Benson County Water Management
District in the amount of $7,512.
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WATER PERMITS NOS. Secretary Hoisveen presented 12

1767, 1769, 1772, 1773, water permits to the Commission

1775, 1776, 1778, 1780, for consideration. It was noted

1781, 1782, 1783 and that water permit No. 1769,

1784 Texaco, Inc., and No. 1776, Willard
Bahr, Almont, had been approved

by the State Engineer on August 11, 1971. |t was the recommendation

of the State Engineer that these 12 water permits be approved as
presented.

Commissioner Hanson moved and Commissioner
Gallagher seconded that the 12 water permits
presented by the State Engineer be approved
as presented.

There being no further business to
come before the Commission, the Commission adjourned the meeting at
approximately 12:00 noon. The Commission then participated in the
activities pertaining to the presentation by Secretary of the
Department of the Interior, Rogers C. B. Morton.

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RESOLUTION NO. 71-9-304 APPENDIX ''AY

Releases From Jamestown Reservolr

WHEREAS, the United States Army Corps of Engineers and the United
States Bureau of Reclamation contlinues to follow the practice
of releasing spring runoff water from the Jamestown Reservoir
at an accelerated rate while in mid-summer all releases are frequently
stopped; and

WHEREAS, such practice results In no flow in the James River
downstream from the reservoir from about mid-July until the next
spring's runoff; and

WHEREAS, such lack of flowage results in stagnant pools thus
creating a health hazard; and

WHEREAS, the inablility of the James River to sustain a continual
flow downstream from the reservoir Interferes with and upsets the
area's environmental balance; and

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Reclamation's water permits allow It to
impound up to 230,000 acre-feet of water for multiple beneficial uses;
and

WHEREAS, the Bureau has, for more than three successive years,
falled to apply all of the water to which Its permits entitle it to
a beneflcial use pursuant to state law; and

WHEREAS, the North Dakota State Water Commission considers a
sustained summer-long release of 15 cubic feet per second to be a
beneficlal use,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the North Dakota State Water
Commission, in a regular meeting this lIst day of September, 197},
that it urges the U. S. Army Corps of Englineers and the United States

Bureau of Reclamation to make accelerated releases of spring runoff
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waters from the Jamestown Reservoir down to eight Inches over current

recreation level and to spread the release of such waters over the
entire summer.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Secretary of the North Dakota
State Water Commission is hereby directed to forward copies of this
Resolution to Lt. General Frederick J. Ctarke, Chief of Englneers,
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, Washington, D. C.; Honorable Eltlis
L. Armstrong, Department of the Interior, Bureau of Reclamation,
Washington, D. C.; Honorable Willliam D. Ruckelshaus, Administrator,
Environmental Protection Agency, Washington, D. C.; North Dakota
Senators Milton R. Young and Quentin N. Burdick; and North Dakota
Congressmen Mark Andrews and Arthur Link.
